trend, and it seemed that no 
musical genre nor format 
would go untouched. 

But one group did get left 
behind. Until receritly, the 
salsa musicians of the latino 
communities in America were 
virtually unknown outside of 
the barrios: Then came Ruben 
Blades, and now comes the 
film he stars in, “Crossover 
Dreams.” 

Ruben Blades may not be 
numero uno among salsa 
musicians, but he has probably 
done more than anyone else to 
bring salsa to mainstream 
America. Blades is not only an 
extremely talented musician 
but he is.also a political force in 
the barrios and in the music 
business. 

Blades, one of the most well 
known and respected Pana- 
manians in the world, is not 


‘typical by any means. While in 


school, he was forced to leave 
Panama in 1969 for political 
reasons. He moved to New 
York's Spanish Harlem and 
began playing music. Blades 
first exploded on. the music 
scene in 1976: with his 
Grammy-nominated song

Over the years, Blades has 
had a string of successes, with 
the Fania Allstars and on his 
own.-He_is the first ajor salsa 
star-to- record on a major main- 
stream label. But he never has 
forgotten his roots. 

Blades now holds a law.

Martin Luther King had a dream, that one day m@n would 
be judged, “not on the color of their skin, bul the content of 
their character.” President Ronald Reagan used that poig- 
nant dream as his justification for his radical efforts to gut 
the affirmative action programs that Dr. King helped 
initiate. — 

The profound hypocrisy of such statements by some 
elected leaders -- indeed, the unmitigated gau|] of a leader 
who despised King’s efforts during his lifetime, -- may help 
explain why King's. dream is yet deferred. 


The facts are frightening. Black unemployment is twice ! 


that of whites; in Ohio, almost a quarter of the Black popu- 


lation shares some dependency on welfare, the Black 
median income, which peaked more than a decade ago, 


has dropped in relation to whites to a point not much higher 
than it was prior to the civil rights gains of the late 1960s and 
early 1970s. _ Mas 

When Dr. King saw his dream, thére was no Black who 
was heading a Fortune 500 company. Today, there is still 
no Black to reach that high pinnacle. When King saw his 


dream, there was in the White House a man who sent troops ° 


into the South to enforce the nation’s laws Today, there is 
in the White House a man who, in a speech in Philadelphia, 
Mississippi -- where three civil rights leaders were slain in 
1964 -- told an all-white audiencethat he supported “state's 


rights.” 
We certainly recognize that some things have changed 


- --and changed for the better. There are some Blacks who 


have attained heights in the corporate world where few had 
hoped to enter in 1963. There are more Black doctors,; 
lawyers, engineers, |politicians, and businesspersons today 
than at any time in our history. In one of the citadels of 
southern racism, Birmingham, Ala.. there is now a Black 
man whosits inthe mayor's chair and directs the successor 
to Eugene “Bull” Connor. 

But for many Americans, the dream remains deferred. In 


the celebration of this Martin Luther King holiday, we must 


always remember that, and use this opportunity to rededi- 
cate ourselves to the principles for which King strived. A 
dream can remain deferred for only so long

What do they have in common? Both clergymen, both

who were personally unscathed by the horrible racism 
which was infecting their nations, but they believed, as Dr. 
King said, that we share a “common thread of destiny” in 


- which each of our lives is bound to the other. And, both died 


for their betiefs- ———---— 

An ocean and 10;000 miles separate Desmond and Mar- 
tin, Molly and Viola. Yet, they are common warriors ina 
profound struggle -- the struggle for a people to be free. 

Martin Luther King, in 1968, and Viola Liuzzo, in 1965, 
died in the struggle for civil rights for Blacks in this country. 
Viola Liuzzo’s death ‘on a lonely Selma, Ala. road so 
shocked a nation that it entered the 1965 Voting Rights Act, 
which gave teeth to the 15th amendment tothe U.S. Consti- 
tution that gave Brack Americans the right to vote. 

Molly Blackburn headed Black Sash, an anti-apartheid 
group which was active with the United Democratic Front. 
Shortly after Christmas, she died in an automobile accident 
that happened under suspicious circumstances. 

What is so significant about these four lives? It is that the 
struggle for self-determination for Black people is not 
girded by boundaries of rivers or oceans or even conti- 
nents: it is a struggle which is timeless in its urgency and 
universal in its application. 

And, itis that this struggle encompasses the rights of not 
only Blacks, whether in this nation or South Africa, but the 
liberation of whites who are bound in cords of racism and 
hatred. Molly and Viola saw that, and died for it. 

Some among us fail to see the crucial significance of the 


moral struggle in South Africa, consigning that struggle to 


a far-away land known only by news dispatches. But that 
struggle there has an immediacy here. We share acommon 
heritage of oppression and hatred. \ndeed, Rey. Fred Shut- 
tlesworth, an aide of Dr. King who was the speaker at the 
Martin Luther King Breakfast sponsored by The CALL & 
POST and Shiloh Baptist @hurth, called the Birmingham of 
his day “about six inches away from Johannesburg.” . 

Their struggle there renfinds us of battles won and wars 
not completed, of guideposts. passed but destinations 
unreached, of a promised land which can be seen, but is not 
yet entered, Their struggle isOur struggle; whether we like 
it or not.’ ' eae

Civil Rights under pressure

The past year was marked by 
increasing pressure on civil rights 
It started with an ill-comouflaged 
attack on Black leadership and 
ended with a full-scale attempt to 
revoke long-standing federal 
executive orders on affirmative 
action. 

Apparently, soméAdministra- 
tion figures interpreted the Presi- 
dent's landslide electoral victory 
as constituting a mandate to 
revoke Civil rights laws | 

If so, they seriously misread the 
national mood. True, most Amern- 
cans seém*to have lost their zeal 
for activist measures. But they also 
do not want to return to the days 
when the rights of minorities were 
grossly violated 

With enlightened leadership 
they would back sorely needed 
improvement in civil rights 
enforcement and stronger anti- 
discrimination measures. If the 
Administration is making a big 
mistake"in backtracking on civil 
rights, many'mainstream Republi- 
cans in Congress are living up to 
the bipartisan history of civil 
rights legislation by opposing the 


_ attempt to choke off federal affir- 


mative action orders, and by sup- 
porting the Civil Rights Restora- 
tion Act of 1985. 

The failure to pass that billis one 
of the year’s biggest disappoint- 
ments, It would have repaired the 
damage done by a Supreme Court 
ruling that gave institutional recip- 
ients of federal aid a huge 
loophole allowing them to,escape 
from compliance with federal 
antidiscrimination laws.

Jones noted there are “many 
signs that suggest that the 
days of apartheid are num- 
bered,” including a mesage to 
the president of South Africa 
signed by more than 60 per-

-However, in later remarks, 
Jones feared whether the 
Botha regime's intransigence to 
the legitimate demands of the 
nation’s moderate Black lead- 
ership will “undercut the mod- 
erate leadership,” and turn the 
struggle over to more violent 
forces within the Black 
community. 

“Time is running short for 
(Nobel laureate Desmond)
